President Theodore Roosevelt. 
“ And now who is the ‘devil’ on the 
other side 
of 
Mr. H ughes?’’ the 
speaker asked. 
“You ought to know him well. 
“ He spoke at 
Battle Creek the 
other day. 
“ He accused President Wilson of 
verbosity and blustering hypocrisy! 
— the man who has written longer 
messages, more letters and been in­ 
terviewed more times than any one 
man in the country. Four years ego 
Mr. Roosevelt 
gnashed his promi­ 
nent teeth 
at 
men like Penrose, 
Smoot and Root. He’s making love to 
them now. He ate dinner with them at 
Battle Creek. 
Roosevelt is certainly 
not the man to accuse the next presi­ 
dent of the United States of hypoc­ 
risy. Two men running for constable 
in the state 
of 
Mississippi, down 
where I come from, would not talk 
about each other this way.’’ 
Here— and There 
Here Senator W illiams “limbed’’ 
a picture contrasting present condi­ 
tions in Europe 
and 
America, in 
which the highlights were on the one 
hand death, devastation and want, on 
the other whirling wheels, peaceful 
schools and happy, contented homes.

Senator W illiams 
swung 
with a 
will to the subject of preparedness. 
“We need the power to meet an em er­ 
gency,” he declared. “ We w*ant de­ 
fense for America. We do not want to 
conquer the world. Therefore wre do 
not want a great army of invasion, 
but we do want an efficient navy, for 
a navy is a country’s main line of de­ 
fense. The American army should 
only be large enough to protect us 
against an invasion by Canada or 
Mexico.” 
After the War 
Senator W illiams spoke at length

There is a lot of talk about Europe 
dumping a lot of merchandise on us 
at the close of the war,” he said. 
“ Europe 
must

killed and 
crippled for life in Europe. I believe 
that it will be years before Europe 
can 
do 
more 
than 
manufacture 
enough for her own use. The wages 
are bound to jump all over Europe 
at the close of the war, and it is a 
certainty that this country will not 
get dumped with pauper labor.” 
Speaking of the federal income tax, 
Senator W illiams said that Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts declared the 
tax sectional because New York and 
the New England states would have 
to pay more of It than other states, j 
“Give Wisconsin and Mississippi the 
incomes and we’ll pay the taxes,” he 
said.
